‘WE GOT THE CUP’

For the third time in six years, Chicago is celebrat- 
ing after the Blackhawks won the Stanley Cup. 

Clark Street in Wrigleyville erupted Monday 
night as time expired and thousands of fans clad 
in Blackhawks garb flooded out of bars. 


Fans danced in the street as others climbed on 
each other’s shoulders to celebrate. Some threw 
beer cans in the air. Just before the end of the 
game, Chicago Police shut down access to Clark 
Street near Wrigley Field.

In May 6o groups filed 
a complaint with the 
Justice and Education 
departments claiming 
that Asian-Americans 
are held to a different 
standard — a higher 
standard— than other students applying for 
admission at elite universities. They believe 
that “holistic admissions” is being used as a 
modern-day form of racial discrimination. 

I worked in admissions at the University 
of Pennsylvania and at Franklin & Marshall 
College, and I can tell you something about 
what goes on. Elite universities— public and 
private— practice what is called “holistic 
admissions,” a policy based on the idea that a 
test score or GPAdoes not completely reflect 
who a student is and what he or she can bring 
to a college community It allows a college to 
factor in a student’s background, challenges 
overcome, extracurricular involvement, letters 
of recommendation, special 
talents, writing ability and 
many other criteria. Private 
schools and many public 
universities can include race 
among the characteristics 
they consider, as long as they 
don’t apply racial quotas. 

As an admissions profes- 
sional, I gave students, fami- 
lies and guidance counselors 
a list of what it took to be 
admitted— the objective ex- 
pectations of a competitive 
applicant. I didn’t mention 
that racial stereotyping, 
money connections and ath- 
letics sometimes overshad- 
ow these high benchmarks 
we all promoted. 

The most heart-wrench- 
ing conversations I had were with students 
who hit all the listed benchmarks and didn’t 
get in. I would tell them about the overall 
competitiveness of the applicant pool and 
the record low admit rate we had. But after 
I hung up the phone, I knew I wasn’t being 
transparent. 

There was always a reason. Once in a 
while, it was something concrete, like the 
student got a low grade in an academic 
course even though his or her overall GPA 
remained high. Often, it had to do with the 
fact that the application had no “tag.” 

A tag is the proverbial golden ticket for 


a student applying to an elite institution. A 
tag identifies a student as a high priority for 
the institution. Typically students with tags 
are recruited athletes, children of alumni, 
children of donors or potential donors, or 
students who are connected to the well-con- 
nected. Asian-American students typically 
don’t have these tags. 

Asian-Americans are rarely children of 
alumni at the Ivies. There aren’t as many re- 
cruited athletes coming from the Asian-Amer- 
ican applicant pool. Nor are they typically ear- 
marked as “actual” or “potential” donors. And 
the fact is that Asian-Americans often don’t 
use the “connections” they do have. In all my 
years in college admissions, I never received 
a phone call or a visit from a well-connected 
politician, chief executive or other leader to 
advocate for an Asian-American student. 

Tags alone are not the only reason highly 
qualified Asian-American applicants are 
turned away in droves from elite private insti- 
tutions. Nowadays nobody 
on an admissions committee 
would dare use the term 
racial “quotas,” but racial ste- 
reotyping is alive and well. 

This doesn’t mean holistic 
admissions should be out- 
lawed. I’m convinced that 
empirical benchmarks can’t 
be the only thing that mat- 
ters in college admissions. 

One way to improve 
the system for Asian- 
Americans — and everyone 
else— is to come clean about 
tags and their influence in 
the admissions process. In 
addition, all colleges should 
be required to make public 
the demographics of their 
applicants and the percent- 
ages admitted. This is already the practice at 
many public universities. 

Schools should also break down their 
admits’ high school GPAs and test scores by 
race and ethnicity Knowing acceptance rates 
by identifiable characteristics can reveal in- 
stitutional tendencies, if not outright biases. 

Without more transparency holistic admis- 
sions can become an excuse for cultural bias 
to dictate a process that is supposed to open 
doors. We are better than that. And our youth 
will demand that we do something about it.

NAACP official resigns

Rachel Dolezal, president of the NAACP 
chapter in Spokane, Wash., resigned Monday 
amid accusations that she is a white woman 
posing as a black woman. 

9 In a statement 
posted on the chap- 
ter’s Facebook page, 
Dolezal did not di- 
rectly address allega- 
tions that she lied 
about being a black 

Rachel Dolezal woman. 

“While challenging 
the construct of race is at the core of evolving 
human consciousness,” Dolezal wrote that 
she did not want to distract from the larger 
cause of racial justice and would step aside. 

“I have waited in deference while others 
expressed their feelings, beliefs, confusions 
and even conclusions— absent the full story” 
Dolezal wrote. 

Dolezal’s estranged parents say she has in 


recent years passed as black despite not hav- 
ing any black heritage. 

“She may have felt that she had some ad- 
vantage in her activism by being portrayed 
as a black woman,” her mother, Ruthanne 
Dolezal, said on NBC’s “Today” show Monday 

“We hope that Rachel will get the help that 
she needs to deal with her identity issues,” 
Ruthanne Dolezal said. 

Rachel Dolezal’s father said they had not 
spoken up about their daughter’s race before 
because they had never been asked. 

“We had never been asked to be involved, 
we had never been questioned before, but just 
short of a week ago, we were contacted by the 
Coeur d’Alene Press,” Larry Dolezal said on 
the “Today” show. 

“Somehow they got wind of us as her parents 
as a possibility so they contacted us to see if we 
were in fact her parents,” he said. “We taught 
our children, as we raised all six of them, tell 
the truth, always be honest. So ... we told the 
truth: Rachel is our birth daughter.”
